ALGIERS, Algeria, March 30 
(UP)—The undergroui.d Algerian 
“liberation army” boasted today 
it will conquer half of France after 
| driving the French out of Algeria. 

Propaganda leaflets distributed 
by the ‘‘supreme command”’ of the 
outlawed Moslem army claimed 
that Arab soldiers are ready to 
invade France just as Moslem in- 
vaders did 12 centuries ago. 

They said Islam rule would be 
established over the southern part 
of France, including Marseille,

The boasting rebel tracts were 
distributed as French reinforce- 
ments poured into Algeria by air 
and sea.

More than 135 rebels and French 
troops were reported killed in a 
24-hour period, bringing the death 
toll in three days of fighting to 202.

Patience Is Required 
On Parking Problems 


When the Central Atlanta Plan is 
presented to the city’s civic leaders 
Wednesday one recommendation will be 
for “more core area, parking accommo- 
dations.” 

Despite the gains made in off-street 
parking space, there still aren’t enough 
stalls to go around. The Central Atlanta 
“Newsletter” points out that in the Five 
Points business district the shortage is 
about 3,000 spaces. 

Providing off-street parking is not 
the simple project it may seem. One 
doesn’t merely move in, clear off a lot 
and build a parking garage. 

There are certain primary considera- 
tions to be met. 

What would a parking garage at the 
location do to mass transit? Mass transit, 
as every student of urban problems has 
found out, is the one great hope of a 
metropolitan area when it comes to un- 
tangling the traffic knot. 

Would the building of a parking garage 
overload the streets in the area? What 
about the added hazard to pedestrians? 

In Atlanta, the group that must face 
those problems and approve parking sites 
is the Traffic and Transportation Com- 


mission. The commission has a difficult 
assignment. The situation calls for pa- 
tience. The decisions should not be 
rushed, 


Those who plan parking facilities must 
come up with the right answers to perti- 
nent, perplexing questions lest they add 
to, instead of lessening, downtown traffic 
congestion,

But more important still is the 
fact that it demonstrates that a city’s 
streets can be made safe. While we do not 
know the formula that has enabled it to 
amass such a record in the face of heavy 
traffic, we recommend it for Study to 
every city in the land. 

Mayor, James E. Quarles has called for 
“special caution” 
April to achieve a record 20 years without 
a fatality. Looking back to 1936, some- 
body must have been exercising consider- 
able caution through the years. 

Smyrna is to be congratulated and the 
example set by its citizens and its law en- 
forcement officers well could be emulated 
by every city in America.

forceful statements of all that is 
contemporary?” The City of At- 
lanta is excitingly full of handsome 
contemporary buildings, et not 
one contemporary church is to be 
found. 

Can we not express our re- 
ligious convictions in a contempo- 
rary medium? I am neither theo- 
logian nor architect, yet this is 
disturbing to me. 

“To thine ownself be true,’’ we 
are taught. Yet are we being true 
to ourselves when we fill our 
churches with the latest building 
innovations, sprayed plaster, lami- 
nated beams, reinforced steel, 
poured concrete, welded § steel, 
termopane and then superimpose 
on it a Georgian facade? 

To bring about such a change 
as I suggest means a big selling 
job for someone, perhaps even a 
fight or two. But ‘‘footprints in the 
sand’ are not made by sitting 
down, 

Don't let the splendid growth of 
Atlanta be a lopsided growth. Of 
all institutions the church should 
not be the laggard.

DeKalb County's Director of Public Works Woodrow Fitzgerald is 


right next to the headache. 

His department has approximate- 
ly 1,000 miles of roads and streets 
to maintain, all of the county's 
thoroughfares with the exception of 
those in Decatur and the City of 
Atlanta. 

Many of the county roads were 
built, Fitzgerald explains, when 
eutomobile traffic was about 150 
cars a day per road, Now DeKalb 
has streets and highways which 
carry 10,000 cars each 24 hours. 
North Druid Hills road is such a 
thoroughfare. If put bumper to 
bumper—and many of them are— 
that would be about 35 miles of 
cars. 

Since many of the county’s roads 
weren't designed for such traffic 
in the first place; there arises a 
tremendous problem of attrition. 
Through the years asphalt oxidizes, 
becomes brittle and hard. Cracks 
appear. Water seeps into the 
cracks. Hydraulic action gets un- 
der way. And what've we got? A 
pothole. 

Each day DeKalb has*five crews 
of asphalt dentists out shoving 50 
to 75 tons of asphalt into the coun- 
ty’s cavities. The asphalt comes 
from the county’s own plant at 
Lithonia, but installing it in the 
roads still runs about $10 a ton. 
One sees, then, that $500 to $750 
daily is thrown into the mainten- 
ance fray alone. 

Fitzgerald would like to do a lot 


‘ 


of “retugading” (resurfacing) in 
order to do away with so much 
maintenance, but that runs into 
money, too—big money. A recent 
survey, he says, shows the county 
has 400 miles of substandard roads 
which are in urgent need of major 
improvement. This would cost 
about $10,000 per mile. 


The county keeps working at it, 
maintaining, and resurfacing when 
it can. An all-out push for capital 
improvements, however, would re- 
quire about five million dollars. 
And that'd take a bond issue, or 
something, for that kind of money 
doesn’t just drop out of the sky. 

Sometimes people get a bit put 
out about the hydraulic action (i.e., 
potholes).

‘YOUNG’ ALLEN FORCED OUT AT 70 


LAWRENCE, Kan., March 30 (‘#—The state board of regents 
blew the whistle on Dr. Forrest C. (Phog) Allen today, marking 
the end of the basketball coaching career at University of Kansas 
of the game's most successful mentor. 

Named to replace the 70-year-old Allen, headman of the Jay- 
hawks for 39 years, was his top assistant since 1949. Richard 
(Dick) Harp, who was hired on a one-year basis at a salary of 
$7,500. Harp, 38, was a star of Allen’s 1940 NCAA tournament 
runners-up, and coached at William Jewell College, Liberty, Mo., 
before coming to KU as assistant to Phog. 

Jerry Waugh, captain of Kansas’ 1951 Jayhawks and present 
coach at Lawrence High School, was hired as assistant to Harp 


at a salary of $5,500 for one year. 
Today's action, which becomes effective July 1, followed a 
recommendation of the school's athletic board that Allen's re- 


quest for another season as coach past the mandatory 
retirement age be denied. 


Allen was not immediately available for comment. 


Allen earlier this month pleaded for one more year so that 
he could end his career with a ‘‘truly great team.’’ He expects 
the 1957 Kansas quint to be just that, mainly becausé it will be 
built around Wilt (The Stilt) Chamberlain, 7-foot freshman from 
Philadelphia. 


Allen compiled an astounding won-lost record of 771-233 in 
46 years of coaching that included stints at Baker University, 
Baldwin, Kan.; Haskell Indian Institute here and Central Mis- 
souri State, Warrensburg, before taking over at Kansas in 1920. 


All told Allen—coached teams won or tied for a total of 30 
championships at the three schools. His 1952 Jayhawks, featur- 
ing huge Clyde Lovellette, now of the pro Minneapolis Lakers, 
won the National Collegiate (NCAA) championship and furnished 
seven players to the U.S. Olympic team that was all victorious 
in the World Games. Allen was assistant coach of the Olympic
